Roosevelt's dismissal of the negro troops | 


was again the subject of contention in 
the senate, and indications point to a pro- 
tracted debate before any of the pending 
resolutions on the subject are voted on. 


Galleries of the senate were crowded and 


the debate was listened to with the closest | power 


attention by an unusually large number 
of senators. 

Senator Lodge developed a new phase ot 
the question by presenting a resolution 
providing for an investigation of the ‘‘af- 
fray’’ at Brownsville, and by silence con- 
ceding the authority of the president to 
the action he did. The resolution was 
supported by Mr. Lodge in an address 
and opposed by Mr. Foraker, who fol- 
lowed and spoke until 5:30 o'clock, giv- 
ing notice then that he would conciude 
tomorrow.’ 

Lodge’s Defense of Roosevelt. 

Mr. Lodge said in part: 

“Two questions are here involved, a 
question of fact and a question of law. 
They are entirely distinct. They. ough 
to be settled separately and _ neither 
should be permitted to cloud or obscure 
the other in the public mind. The ques- 
tion of fact may be stated in this way. 
There was a shooting in the streets of 
Brownsville on the night of August 13, 
1906; houses were fired into, one Man 
was killed and the lieutenant of police 
had his horse shot from under him, and 
was so severely wounded in the arm that 
amputation was necessary. These facts 
are not disputed by any one. The presi- 
dent, the seQetary of war and officers of 
the army detailed to inquire into the af- 
fair, have decided that the shooting was 
done by the soldiers of Fort Brown and 
furnished testimony to sustain their opin- 
ion. The Constitution League, repre- 
senting the soldiers, deny that the shoot- 
ing was done by them, and assert tnat 
it was done by the citizens of Browns- 
vie disguised in castoff uniforms of the

Judge Hill’s Remarks.
